M ary M agdalene had 
been cured of evil spirits by H im ; 
Joanna w as the w ife of Chuzas, 
stew ard or cham berlain of Herod 
A ntipas, and Susanna, who is not 
m entioned anyw here else in the 
New T estam ent. 
All th ree w ere 
faithful followers who aided the 
Lord in H is g reat W'ork. 
A g re a t m ultitude w as follow­ 
ing Jesus, and He told them a p ar­ 
able of a sower who scattered 
grain. 
Some of the grain s fell on 
to hard, barren ground, and al­ 
m ost a t once birds flew down and 
ate them for food; others fell on 
stony ground th a t gave no m ois­ 
ture, and when the seeds cam e up 
they quickly w ithered. 
Still oth­ 
ers fell in ground th a t allowed 
them to sprout and grow, but 
thorns grew also, and choked the 
good grain. 
O thers fell into good 
ground and grew up and m ade a 
good harvest. 
A s He told the 
parable He cried, “He th a t hath 
ears to hear, let him hear.” 
The disciples w anted to know 
the m eaning of this parable, and 
Jesus explained th a t the seed was 
the word of God which w as heard 
by m any people. 
Some hearts 
were hard and the w ord m ade no 
im pression on them . 
I t w as as 
if birds flew down and plucked 
the words and ate them . 
Others* 
hearts were stony, and w hile the 
good w ords m ight be sown in 
them, they soon w ere forgotten 
because the minds of those who 
received w ere not interested and 
gave them no thought in which 
to grow. 
O thers heard and believed a t

living from them . 
Storm on Galilee 
The Sea of Galilee is a beautiful 
body of w ater 350 feet below sea 
level.

teaching the people, Jesus and His 
disciples em barked in a boat to 
go to the other side of th e sea. 
Jesus,

which rocked the boat and frig h t­ 
ened the fisherm en so th a t they 
called Jesus, telling Him th a t they 


were about to perish. 
Jesu s re ­ 
buked the w aves and they stilled. 
Then He turned to H is disciples, j 
reproving them for th eir lack of ; 
faith. 
On the other side of the sea 
they w ere m et by a m an sorely 
afflicted w ith demons. 
So to r­ 
m ented w as he th a t he hid in 
tom bs and w ore no clothes. 
The 
evil 
spirits 
spoke 
through 
his 
mouth, asking Jesus not to com ­ 
m and them to go into the sea, b u t 
into a herd of swine, w hich w as 
feeding near by. 
Jesus did a s 
they asked, and the swine ran 
down a steep place into the sea 
and w ere 
drowned. 
The 
m an 
flung him self a t Jesus’ feet, and 
later w ent about telling everyone 
of his release. B ut the people who 
saw the m iracle w ere frightened, 
and asked Him to go aw ay. 
So 
He w ent back to the ship and re ­ 
turned to the other side. 
Miracle of the Sick Woman 
The people on the other side of 
the sea received H im gladly. 
A 
m an nam ed Jarius, a ruler of th e 
synagogue, cam e to Him, saying 
th a t his young daughter w as ill, 
and asking th a t Jesus m ake her 
well. 
People crowded about the 
M aster, and as He m ade H is w ay 
to Ja riu s’ house, He felt pow er 
go out of Him , and asked who had 
touched H im . 
The disciples had 
seen nothing and told H im th e 
m ultitude pressed so close about 
Him th a t no one special had done 
so. 
Then a w om an who had been 
ill for 12 years cam e to H im and 
threw herself a t His feet, saying 
th a t she had come behind H im and 
touched th e hem of H is g arm ent 
and had been healed. 
H e said to 
her: “D aughter, be of good com ­ 
fo rt; th y faith h ath m ade thee 
whole; go in peace.” 
Ju st then someone cam e from 
Jarius, saying th a t Jesus need not 
go to the house as the d au g h ter 
had died. 
B ut Jesus said, “F ear 
not; believe only, and she shall 
be m ade whole.” 
And w hen He cam e to th e house 
He took only P eter, Jam es and 
John w ith Him , and the fa th e r 
and m other of the m aiden.

young men in whom tuberculosis is 
discovered will have no idea that 
they are otherwise than in the best 
of health. This fact has been the 
most insidious and dangerous fea­ 
ture of the disease and the one 
which, more than anything else, 
has prevented the saving of lives 
and the eradication of txiberculosis. 


Few Symptoms 
If we get it in the early or in­ 
cipient stage, we can nearly al­ 
ways cure a person with tubercu­ 
losis. The trouble in the past has 
been that it produces so few symp­ 
toms that it becomes well developed 
before anybody is aware that he 
is sick. The records are full of 
people who died of “a neglected 
cold" or something that “ran into 
tuberculosis." It didn’t run into 
tuberculosis, the tuberculosis was 
there all the time but only in its 
late stages began to manifest 
symptoms. 
The best method for rapid and 
accurate detection of the incipient 
case is by the use of the x-ray with 
the flat plate. Undoubtedly this 
method will be used by the army. 
We recited a few weeks ago the 
experience 
at 
the 
New 
York 
World’s Fair where a firm offered 
to take a flat plate of the chest for 
$1.00 of anyone who applied—in 
other words, an entirely unselected 
group of cases. The astonishing 
result was that 3.3 per cent of 
those who had the examination 
were shown to have tuberculosis 
in some stage or other. 
X-Ray Plate New Development 
During the last war the army 
boards used physical examination 


with a stethoscope; at least they 
did in the early drafts. The x-ray 
plate was not well developed in 
those days. I watched these boards 
work in noisy [rooms under very 
unfavorable circumstances and I 
felt that thej| must have missed 
many cases. 
If the plate method is used I am 
sure nearly all cases will be dis­ 
covered and undoubtedly we will 
have to revise our statistical ideas 
about tuberculosis. 
This method is typical of the 
endeavors of health authorities 
at case finding in any community. 
These endeavors on the part of the 
boards of health have met with 
considerable resistance. People do 
not like to think about the possibil­ 
ity and a wholesale examination is 
for that reason impractical. If it 
were done, however, and those with 
tuberculosis we«e removed from 
households wheFe other people 
might contract the disease from 
them, we would probably be taking 
the longest step towards the com­ 
plete eradication of this disease.
